Washincito.n, March li-l.— The State de- 
partment has received ofSoial inforaiatloii 
that Queen Victoria has raised the rank of 
Sir Julian I'uuneefote, IJritiah rcprcaenta- 
tivo in Washington, from that of envoy ex- 
traordinary and minister plenipoteu'liary 
bo that of ambassador, and that his creden- 
tials as such are on the way here. Under 
the provisions of tlie DipknnaLic and 
Consular Appropriation Hill of .March 
I, IS!);), Freniileat Cleveland ia au- 
thorized to confer the Banio rank 
iil)i>a tho reprc-Hontativo of the United 
Slates at l^ondoi). It aiiya that whenever he 
ahull 1)0 ndviaed that any foreign govern- 
iiieul ia repreaenlod, or i.s about to be 
reprcaenlcd, by an atn basaador, etc., It shall 
he in his dincretioii to direct Lhiil the pres- 
ent rcpreaentativc of the United Stittea to 
auch government aliall bear the aaiiio title. 
Tho provieiou was inserted in the bill for 
the rea.son that tho representativea of tho 
United Slates in many countriea have been

The resi- 
dence ol C. Harris, a wealthy planter, was 
wrecked, and the houses of four of his ten- 
ants were blown away. 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 24. — ^Aetorm, 
which assumed the proportions of a cyclone 
lefore it departed, visited Indiana about 
o'clock last night, and left devastation 
and an ll'eriag in lts track. In Indianapolis 
fifty houses were wrecked in one neighbor- 
hood in the Dorthwestern portion, and 
many families rendered homeleas.

Mclntoah, president of the Merchants' Na- 
tional IJankof this city, against the North- 
ern I'ucilic Railroad company, for tho ap- 
Ijointiiicnt of a receiver for the Seattle, 
Lake Shore und Kastcrn railroad, for 
a cancellation of tho trallic ar- 
rangements of the Iwn roada und 
for un jiccounting by the Northern Pacific 
railroad of the earnings of the Seattle, Lake 
Shore and Kiiatern iluring the two years 
that tho tariff arrangements hatl been in 
foree. The plaintiUd allege that when the 
Northern Paciflo took charge of tho Sea;tle, 
Luke Shoro and Bastern railroad it was 
paying all tho expenses and all the Qxed 
charges. In the two years that the N. P. 
R. Co. operated the Seattle, Lake Shore and 
K astern it has run in debt in the sum of 
$584,299.54. Xhe plaintiffs allege that 
when tho Northern Pacific took the road 
their stock was worth 45 per cent, of its 
face value.

Ottawa, March 2-t.— Col. Prior haa been 
making an energetic push for a provisional 
allow-ance to the poatal olliciala in Britiah 
Colnmbia. .-Vccordingly Sir Adolplic Carou 
recommended that the council appropriate 
a sum.

IIo hud had 
conaiderable experience in the Imperial 
Hervice. He commanded the Hudson Bay 
expedition in ISS I, '85 and 'SO. 

Li order to f.icilitatit the entry of seLtlcra 
with cattle from the United Slatea three 
new (juarantine statioiia will be established 
along the frontier— one at Huntingdon, 
British Cidunibia, where tho Canadian 
Pacific taps tho American lines. 

Several niembera of the .Agricultural 
committee object to immigraliou propa- 
gandism in tho United Sl^itea, believing it 
to bo far better to devote attention to 
Europe. It was boldly allirmed at the 
Agricultural committee this morning that 
many of those coming over were entirely 
out of sympathy with our institutions. At 
present twenty-six agents are employed iu 
the United States and fourteen in Hurope. 

Deputy Minister Burgess states that there 
is little prospect of securing the reduction 
of steerage passenger rates to tho old figure. 
Several companies say that if tho increased 
rates are not maintained some of them will 
have to go out of the busineai. 

The Agrioultural committee has passed a 
resolution strongly urging the Government 
to reappoint Dairy Commissioner Robert- 
son, whose term of office is about expirint;. 
It also decided to ask the Government to 
circuhtte throughout the Dominion a pamph- 
let on tuberculosis in cattle. 

In tho Criminal bill, Mr. Charlton moved 
to strike out clause 728 permitting the re- 
ception by a court of tho verdict of a jury 
on Sunday. Even Messrs. Mills and 
Davica opposed the proposal, which was 
rejected by o.") to 2-1. 

Regarding the proposal to appoint two 
coinmiasionera to represent Canada at the 
World'a Fair, tho Hmiac decided to pay 
them expenses but not a salary. 

Senator Melrines' amendment limiting the 
power of the Columbia and Kootonay (Joni- 
pany to construct brunches, waa rejected by 
27 to 17. 

The Canned Cooda bill passed the .Senate. 
The House of Conimona will deal with it 
next week. Mr. I'^arle aaya the • meaaure 
nuiat either be dropped for this session, or 
British Columbia be excluded from its pro- 
visions. Many British Columbia canners 
have wired objecting to the measure.

NEWSPAPER SERVICE. 

Dlsagreeiiicnls Hctween tlin New York and 
Western Associated Press Carried 
to the Courts. 

Nkw Y'ohk, March 24. — The members of 
tho New York Asaociatcd Preaa have sued 
tho Weateru Asaociatcd Preaa for about 
S:iOU,000 with interest, due on unsettled ac- 
counts for collecting and diatributing press 
reports in tho far West, under an agreement 
that expired on January 1. The agreement 
was made in 1882 for live years and was 
rouewed ia 1887 for tho same period. Tho 
agreement provided that tho Now 
York aaaociation should furnish 
the Western association news 
reports gathered from Europe, Canada, the 
'iaatcrn. Middle and Southern States, and 
that the Western aaaociation should dis- 
tribute the reports as subscribed for to 
nuwapapers in the far West that had been 
serTod formerly hy tho Now Y'ork associa- 
tion. It was understood, also, that tho 
Western aaaociation should collect newa 
jiorts in the Weal and forward and furnish 
them to the New Vink association. Tho 
Western aaaociation had sought to enter 
the so-called territory of the New York 
association in the far West, but the latter 
bad objected. It agreed, however, to allow 
the Weatern association to assume control 
of tho aervice during the existence of the 
agreement. It waa not expected that the 
New York association would loso any pe- 
cuniary advantage by the agreement, bo- 
cauae the Weatern association agreed to 
take only a part of tho nett revenue trom 
tho clients in the far West. The boundary 
of each association had been defined. The 
complaint alleges that tho members of the 
New York Associated Press have no means 
of knowing, except by estimating, whot the 
receipts and expenditures of the Weatern 
Associated Press in the far West have been 
during the past ten years, therefore they 
ask for an accounting. After the conaolida- 
tion of the New York Associated ^ess nith 
the United Preaa in December laat, the lat- 
ter continued the news service provided for 
by the agreement.

EEVOLUTIONIST SANDOVAL. 

The Meslcan Trouble Maker Deported to New 
York Out of Harm's Way. 

Nkw Youk, March 24. — Ruiz Sandoval, 
the Mexican revolutioiiiat, arrived here to- 
day from Colon. Sandoval was eu[)titred 
early in March in Honduras by tieneral 
VaEiiuez. He was on his way to join Bon- 
illa'a revolutionists at Tegucigalpa. Hav- 
ing been taken a ])risoner to Amapala and 
expelled from Honiluras, he went tu Pana- 
ma, but the Cdlonib an authorities refused 
10 grant him t^be right of refuge, and forced 
hinr to leave tlial coriutry. He waa 
thereupon sent a prisoner uirder guard 
of live ollicers to Colon, where a steer- 
»t;o ticket to New ^'ork was lianded 
him. Ho tore it up and threw it in the 
officer's face, and refused to go on board 
the steamship until he was assured of 
cabin aecomniodationa. " Vou can kill me 
if you want to," he is said to have shouted, 
" but I'll get away with a couple of you 
first. 1 won't go aboard until I see tho 
captain.'' Captain Loekwood happened to 
come on the pier at that moment, and on 
his assurance that he should have a cabin 
stateroom Sandoval went aboard, " for a 
short time," he told the captain in an un- 
dertone. His guards overheard this, and 
they redoubled their watchfulness until the 
vessel sailed. It is thought by those who 
met him on the steamship that Sandoval 
will take the first opportunity to return to 
Central America. It is not known where 
he ia stopping in this city. 



HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS. 

What I'liul Neumann lias to .Say as to the 
Sitiratiuri. 

Sak Fkancisi'o, March 'Jli. — Paul Neu- 
mann rejoined Prince Uavid and Colonel 
MacFarlauo to-day, and all three expect to 
sail for Honolulu on Thursday next by tho 
Alameda. Neumann said he was well 
pleased with the present status of the 
Hawaiian question. "I have no doubt," 
Buid the Ci'ueen's commissioner, " that tho 
existing conditions would have been brought 
about naturally and that niy mission to 
Washington had nothing to do with accom- 
plishing it. Delay and investigation is tho 
inevitable result of ik mature considera- 
tion of a (jueation. The hasty 
action of Mr. Foster and President 
Harrison was benelieial to the Queen and 
natives whom I have represented." " How 
do you regard Congressman Blount's ap- 
pointment as Hawaiian commissioner '.' " 
" It is eminently satisfactory. Mr. Blount 
ia a man of good judgment, is observant and 
imparlial. I have not endeavored to ascer- 
tain hia personal views upon the Hawaiian 
problem, but his report will bo fair and 
will inlluence the administration to do wliat 
is right. We want the United States to bo 
concerned ni the government iu some form 
or other. We do not want thia country to 
miss tho opportunity of gaining a foothold 
for the protection of American interests in 
tho islands. Tho wisest course, it 
seems to ino, would be tho estab- 
lishment of a United States pro- 
tectorate to direct the general govern- 
ment and arrange foreign treaties, but 
allowing the Hawaiian residents tho man- 
agement of their own local affairs. If the 
Uuited States wishes a coaling station we 
want to give it. We are not arbitrary con- 
cerning details, but an American connection 
ia very much desired." "IE the Cleveland 
administration should conclude that the 
Queen had been revolutionary in her acts, 
would you support the claims of Princess 
Kaiulani 7" " I do notsee why the Princess 
should lose her inherent rights under such 
circumstances. It was said iu the East that 
the interests of the Queen and of the I'rincess 
were dianictrically opposed, and that the 
latter was working solely for her own in- 
terests. I do not think that either state- 
ment was true. "

Loujr and Tedious luvesfigatiou 
Brought to a Close Yester- 
day Evening:- 



Tho long diacuaaed troubles between Rev. 
P. MoF. Maoleod and a portion of the con- 
iregatiou of St. Andrew's church were 
Irought to a termination yesterday after- 
uon. Tho Presbytery and aaaeaaora, who 
h.d been sitting with closed doors for near- 
lyfive hours on Thursday night, and from 
tei o'clock yesterday morning until four in 
tlieiifternoon, aucceedod in bringing nbout 
an itnioable i-otlleiDoiit, uiid uro being eon- 
griUihitcd on nil aides for the pntiont hear- 
ing hey accoriled the partita conceiiiuil.iiiul 
the {iiina they liuvu taken to bring about a 
aiitiaUctory solution of a dillicult and pain- 
ful cmo. 

At ; |).m. the petitionera and a number of 
those intereated in the case assembled in 
tho aeioolrooni, but u. few minulea after- 
wards vero invited to retire, aa a deeiaion 
hud no\ been arrived at. 

For a couple of lioura tliey re- 
nuiined about the buililing, ami tlien 
Kev. Mr. iMacleod was callfil in. Tbe 
petitinnira were Bubaeipienlly invited into 
tho I'rehbytery, and when the doora were 
thrown open to the publio Rev. 1). Muc- 
Ri\c, aa ck^rk, road the following, the result 
of the delrberatioua : 

"Moveci bv Kov. 1). McLaren, aeeonded 
by Ilev. J. \V. MoMillan, and reaolved ; 

" That this Prtabytery deeply regret tlie 
unforluuate alicnutiun truni the minister of 
St. Andrew's church of the sympathy and 
oo-operatiou of certain menibera of tlie con- 
gregation, and expresa their conviction that 
this alienation baa reaulted in many caaea 
from misunderataudinga about matters of 
very slight importance. 

" They place on record 'their unqualified 
confidenua in Mr. Macleod'a ministerial 
character, and they deplore tho injury that 
has been done him by unkind and baseless 
statements made by some of the petitionerp. 

"They bear most hearty testimony to Mr. 
Macleod's great ability, and to his untiring 
energy in the work of the .church at largo, 
aa well aa in the work of his own particular 
congregation, and they deaire to express, in 
the strongest possible terms, their admira- 
tion of bis many attraetive personal quali- 
ties and the bold fearlessness with which 
he has always been ready to champion 
every oiuse of social reform. 

"They have noticed, with great interest 
and satisfaction, tho steady growth of tho 
coagresation under Mr. Macleod'a niiniatra- 
tion, and they are gratified to learn from 
the statement of tho chairman of tho Hoard 
of Managers that there is not even a ainglo 
sitting vacant in the body of tho clmrch. 

" They expresa tho hope that the sesaion 
may bo able in aoine way to retain for tlie 
congregation the active aympalh}' and 
active co-operation ot tho petilionera and of 
those who ahare their views, aoine of whom 
hiive been for numy j'eara identitied with 
tho congregation, ate ileejily interested in 
its welfare, and have been greatly distressed 
by tho present unhappy condition of alFairs. 

" They consider that they have secured 
all the information that wiiuUl be liliely to 
be elicited by the institution of a more 
formal process of investigation, and lliey 
therefore diumiss the petition with an 
earuesi^ injunction to all parties to seek the 
things that malie for peace. " 

This, the ujianimous liading of the I'rea- 
bytory, waa read over to the parties, who 
were uaUed by tho Moderator if they ac- 
quiesced. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod replied : I acquiesce 
in tbe finding of tbe Presbytery on my own 
behalf and on behalf of the aessiun of St. 
Andrew's church. I further gladly put 
niysclf in the hands of the session as to 
what my future course shall be in the in- 
tereats of the church. 

Tho petitiouera agreed that " having 
carefully conaidered the finding of the 
Presbytery, read in their hearing, and alao 
the statement of acquiescence ot Mr. Mac- 
leod on behalf of himself and tbe session, in 
the interests of peace and of the spiritual 
welfare of the congregation, accept tbq 
same finding." 

Mr. James Hntcheson here advanced and 
said: I don't believe in doing things by 
halves, Is Mr. Maoleod, now that uU is 
over, willing to shake hands with tiro peti- 
tioners ? 

Rev. Mr. Macleod expresRed his hearty 
approval of tbe fi iendly suggestion, and a 
warm hand-sliaking ensued. 

Tho Moder.itor expressed aatiafaction at 
ao happy a termination of I he ilillicultiea, 
and Kev. Mr. Mucletnl havin- lieen uranted 
three moutlia' vacation, owing to liia pres- 
ent ditlieato slate of health, the meeting of 
the Presbytery was brought to a close in 
tho usual form. 



ANN ARBOR STRIKE- 

What Chief Arthur of the Locomotive 
Jirotherliooil lias to Sa.v— Views of 
a iioclal Kcoiiuiiilst. 

Clkveland, March 24. — Chief Arthur, of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
in an official communication aa to tbe 
position the Brotherhood occupies in the 
Ann Arbor strike, says in part : " In all 
cases where the engineers and firemen have 
a contract with railway companies we have 
no trouble, and find it to be much the best 
way to do. The great trouble has been on 
eiiiall roada, eapecially that thoy take ad- 
vantage of moil, making them work for leaa 
wagea and giving no pay for overtime. In 
this last case every honorable effort had 
boon made to adjust the difficulty, but with- 
out auccesa, ami here it ia aaid the men 
stopped woiic without giving notice, 
which ia not true, as I myself addreaaed 
a letter to (lenoral Manager Ash- 
ley, informing him that bis engineers 
ami firemen hud delermined to leave 
hia service at o'clock on the morning of 
March S, thus giving him ample time to de- 
cide whether lie would grunt the reasonable 
re(|ueHls of his men or not. When I in- 
foinieil him that 1 would appeal to his 
father, I lie prrsiileiit of the company, he re- 
murke-1 abruptly : "lie is un old man ; ho 
does not know whether 1 am paying '.2 centa 
a mile or and must not be disturbed. " 
If there had bi;eii a head to the Ann Arbor 
road that believed in living and letting live 
wo would not have bad any trouble, but ao 
long as this griodiug procoas is carried out 
by railways, just bo long will there bo 
trouble with the companies. If the men are 
not at liberty to quit work when it suits 
their convenience, certainly the same rule 
will apply to a railway company, and wo 
therefore deny their right to discharge men 
at any time thoy choose witboat consulting 
thoir oonvenienoo or comfort. We are at 
any time ready to subacribo to any rule that 
will apply alike to employer and employed. 

Nkw ifoBK, March 2 1.— President Gun- 



ton, of the school of social eeonoiiiica, has 
lectured on the Ann Arbor railroad strike 
and the order of Judge Ricka to Chief 
Arthur to recall tho boycott and etriko. 
Prof. Gnnton regards tho order of Judge 
Bioka as an act of socialism and a logical 
sequence to the interstate law, which for- 
bids disoriniination in railroad rates against 
any one. This piece of paternal legislation 
which has handed over the railroads to the 
government it now appeared alao banded 
tho laborers as well, and tbe railroad em- 
ployes now practically worked for the gov- 
ernment. Edward III of England, in KloO 
declared that every man who asked more 
for his labor than he bad done several yeara 
before, would be put into prison and bo 
branded with a red hot iron. Prof, (iunton 
said that if matters went on as they wcro 
going tho red hot irons would again bo 
brought out of the fire to brand the employes. 

Toi.KDo, March 23. — Lake Shore engineers 
teatified tn-day in ths Ann Arbor railroad 
strike. Thoy declared that thoy had ro- 
aigned, and wore no longer employed by 
the company wheu reipiested to take out a 
train. They did not know any Ann Arbor 
cars wcro in tho train. Several witnesses, 
union and non-union, testified that they 
would under no circumstances haul Ann 
Arbor ft eight.

AN OLJ) STORY. 



ThoBO who expected that anything now 
■would have been brought out in the debate 
on Mr. McCarthy's resolution must have 
been disappointed. In that debute, ground 
that bad been uliondy well trodden was 
gone over again. Tho diaciiaaiou between 
protootioniats and free tradura is ao very 
old, and has been repeated in a thousand 
forms BO often, that it is simply impossible 
'f jr the ablest man alive to say anything 
new upon it. Mr. McCarthy contended 
that the day for proleoliou in this Dominion 
hud gone by, tlint il hiul done all tho good 
it wiia capable of doing, and that to con- 
tinue it would bo lo burden tho peoplo uu- 
ineeessariljr. 

The matter of preferential duties had 
also been before Parliament before, but as 
the adoption of this policy is con- 
tingent upon tho action to be taken bj- 
Great liritain, il does nut, appear to u.s 
that anything is gained by talking about it 
in the Dominion Parliament. There can not 
be the least doubt that whenever the British 
people show a disposition to diacriminate in 
trade in favor of Canada, Canada will be 
ready to niool them more than half way. T?ut 
tireat Britain, ao far, doea uot bIiow tho 
slighteat inclination to adopt tho prcfcren- 
tial policy. On tho contrary, tho most in- 
fluential men of bath nations have clearly 
and distinctly declared against it. There 
are individuals in Great Britain who advo- 
cate favoring the ooloniea in preference to 
fi>reigners, provided llie ooloniea are iiicliued 
tj reoiprocate.bul tliey have not, aa yet, suc- 
ceeded in making an impregaion on tho 
nation. Are not tlie Canadians, then, who 
are agitating in the Dominion for preferen- 
tial trade with Great Britain in somewhat 
tho aanio position as the child is who erica 
for the moon? If preferential trade 
ia practicable it must be first advocated 
in (ireat Hritain. When the people of the 
Mother Country can bo persuaded to favor 
it the work is done. Until then agitation 
ia Canada can have no satisfaotory result. 

Tbe|course which tho Government arc 
pursuing with respect to tho tarifT is with- 
out doubt the moat judicioua that can be 
I, iken. Tliey do not deny that oliangoH in 
tho tarill aro rcijuired. They do not ai- 
tompt to contend that tho proaenl tarill' is 
tho best possible. They are, however, op- 
posed to making sweeping changes hastily 
and without inquiry. They do not want to 
do injiiatiou to intercata that tlie national 
policy has created. They propoae to keep 
faith witli thoao wlio have invested their 
money in industrial concerns on tho undcr- 
at]knding that sudden changes would not 
bs made in their trade policy. They, be- 
sides, see the inexpediency of revising 
tho tarifT until it ia known what the trade 
policy of tho Cleveland Adudulatralion ia 
to bo. They have therefore oppointed a 
comnnaaion to imiuire into matters conncct- 
(<d with tho tariir, which ia to report at tho 
next session of the Legislature. Until 
then matters are to remain as they ore. We 
do uot think that IhosQ who want to see ju- 
dicious and eijuitablo changes made could 
oxpoct more than this. 

Tho tone of the Toronto ICmpiro on this 
aubjoct is temperate and conciliatory. Com- 
menting on tho debate on the McCarthy 
resolution, it says : 

That there uro evidences hero and there 
of peopla who want to go a little faster than 
wo have been going; of people who, to ono 
thing constant never, are fond of taking a 
plunge; of people who liave some grievance 
to remedy and naturally desire speedy 
treatment, is no proof at all that any large 
proportion of tho Canadian pcoi)lo 
want, oommeroially speaking, to tear 
down their boQse. In all parts of 
the world industrial development has 
brought about a certain vague denmud for 



change. ' In Kngland there ia tho graveat 
diaaatiafactiou with free trade. In tho 
United 8late3 high protection and hard 
liinea have overturned a political party. 
I'rancc ia bracing up republican iuatituliona 
with strong protection; German far[nera 
V, ant some of liio same. And in Canada 
tho Grit leaders and Mr. McCarthy aro 
denmuding that the National Policy 
shall go. 

No sane man supposes that in any of 
these cases any violent and radical de- 
parture will be the immediate out- 
come of the agitations. Tho proposi- 
tion of the Canadian Government ia 
that a full and intelligent inquiry into 
existing conditions shall be immediately un- 
dertaken, and the necessary tariff changca 
made in view of the light thrown upon tho 
situation by thorough investigation. There 
may bo some minds, ao poouliarly given 
over to tho policy of stampede, who wont, 
like Mr. McCarthy, to try a littlo heroii; 
smashing, just to see how tlia thini; would 
feel, but we are convinced the solid, sensi- 
ble business elements of the community are 
not with them. The National Policy ia 
flexible enough to adapt itself to the new 
conditions that have developed around ua, 
and we are satisfied that the Government, 
having promised to undertake the taak, will 
con.sciontioualy and intelligently do their 
duty. 

W'e believe that the groat majority of the 
people of the Dominion cheerfully acquiesce 
iu the determination of the Government. 
They do not want the tariff to be revised in 
a hurry. They are quite willing to wait 
until the neceaaary inijuiriea aro made, and 
until the aurrounding cimdition.s arc auch 
thit the tarill' when l-eviaed will uot soon 
need further revision. 



GRIMH IN Tilt: UNITED STATES. 

The New Vork Herald takes exception to 
the statistics of erime in the United States 
compiled by Mr. Honry M. Boies. Tho 

allowing which thia atatiatician makes ia not 
at all picaaant for United ytatea citizens to 
contemplate. He aaya, for instance, that 
forty years ago there uaa one criminal in 
every thirty-live hundred of tho population, 
whereas at the present time there is one for 
every seven hundred and eighty-six. The 
Herald objects that a very large propor- 
tion of thoao convicted in the courts aro for 
venial otTeuces — druukenneaa for example. 
It says that forty years ago drunkenness 
was hardly considered a crime save in cx- 
ceptional cases. If these offences were 
eliminated from the record the showing 
would be very different. We are afraid 
that there ia aome special pleading in this, 
but when every fair allowance ia 
made it will, wo luivo no doubt, bo found 
that Mr. Boies is right. In fact other statis- 
ticians have come to a similar conclusion. 
Murder, for instance, is not a trivial offence, 
and it is well known that tho crime of mur- 
der ia greatly on tho increase in tho United 
States. Tlioae who read the American 
newspapers cannot fail to see how light 
human life is held among our neighbors. 
Firearms aro resorted to on the most trifling 
provocation, and the accounts of the lynch- 
ings that frc(|uently take pla'ie are simply 
horrible. It is seen, too, that the killing 
and attempta at killing are not confined to 
men. Women fre(juently take the law in 
their own hands and attempt tho lives of 
those who have insulted or injured thorn. 
The murder record of the United States is 
aonu thing fearful to contemplate, and has 
been the subject of despondent remark by 
many American citizena. The fact that 
crime ia increasing in the States, and wo 
believe iu Canada, while it is decreasing in 
Great Britain and aome other countries of 
the Old World, has excited both sorrow and 
surprise among inquirers on both sides of 
tho Atlantic. 



find Bome way of amicable seltleineut. This 
is how tho new tribunal is described in the 
St. Paul Pioneer-Press : 

Tho North Dakota law provides that at 
the election in town, village or city,-of a 
justico of tho peace, there aliall be elected 
ut tho same time and for tho same term of 
cilice, four conimissionera of conciliation. 
These eonindssioners are to serve, two at a 
time, with the justice, in hearing the state- 
ments, pleadings and leslimony in civil 
cases, before the action is brought into 
court in tho usual manner. Tlicao hearings 
are to be conducted entirely without at- 
torneys, and the stateinenla of the prin- 
cipals in tho action will bo the chief testi- 
mony. After hearing both aides, it \a the 
duty of the justice and the coinmiasioners 
to try and bring about uu uudoratunding be- 
tween the two partiea on llie baaia of jus- 
l.ic-o, and to remove, if poaaible, tho necea- 
ail y fur the more formal legal action. It ia 
a provision of llie law liial r.nne of the pro- 
ceedings in the court of conciliation shall bo 
used aa leatiniuny in any action which may 
follow, if the hearing does not bring about 
the doaired result. 

A similar law haa been in force for some 
time in Iowa, and it ia aaid lo work well. 
Tho Courts of Conciliation in very many 
casos prevent litigation, and they also save 
tho disputants much loss of time and con- 
siderable expense. Will the extenaion of 
the sphere of tliese courta have a beneficial 
effect! Labor di.sputua arc referred to 
these tribunals liecauae the law in moat 
countries provides no way of settling them 
But for nearly all other disagreements thai 
arise between tho membora of oommunitioa 
there ia a rciiu'dy at law. Tiiere is nothing 
that we can Hee to hinder labor diaputea 
being brought, before tho Dikota Courts, 
but it app>'ara incumbent on liligunla of all 
kinds to give them a trial hefote lliey take 
thoir cases before the regular tribunals.

It 
will now become apparent that all tho com- 
mercial advantages which, according to the 
advocalea of tlio achoriie, annexation ua.-, to 
seeuro to u.s c m be hud without liunlening 
this republic with the grave respousibilitiea 
which the annexation of the islands, [would 
involve."

The treaty was withdrawn on (Thursday 
with a promptness which carries tho signifi- 
cance of reading the riot act to the headlong 
jingoists who have been clamoring and plot- 
ting for the seizure of tlie augar islands.

A visit wuapaid to 
the de'acluul building in the rear of the 
bouse, which the (jhinanien had been using 
for sleeping ipiartcrs. 

The door was locked and the window fas- 
tened down, Imu. the blind was up 80 that 
the interior could bo seen. Wilhin were 
the two Chinamen. The gardener, also a 
Mongolian, wua called and told to awaken 
llitiii. .Several inefl'ectual ell'orta brought 
him hack with a scared face, and the report 
" ile tiiikee him alle same dead." 

Health Otlieer Dr. Duncan was sent for, 
and on his arrival the door waa broken in, 
and the gardener's report confirmed. Iloth 
were rleud. They wore lying covered up us 
if asleep, and from their positions had evi- 
dently diefl without a struggle. The faces 
of both were covered with a KubsLance which 
showed that they had vomited after becom- 
ing unconscious. From thia it waa learned 
that tlioy had lj;'eu eating cake, and a large 
cake on the shelf was taken charge of aa 
evidently of the same make. 

'J'he bodies were removed to Lockhart's 
undertaking rooms, and the police notified. 
Oliicer Rederttvo was detailed to work up 
the case. He found that the two men were 
cousins, and that one of them was a brother 
of Y'ou On, of 188 Government street. You 
On came up and identified his brother und 
the other man. He could not give any rea- 
son for the deaths. There had been no 
(inarrel. They were in town on VA'cdneaday 
evening. Guu Wan, an uncle of the dead 
men, was found. When told that a post 
mortem would be made be registered a 
violent protest, but would give no reason. 

Un examining the place where the men 
met their death Ollicer Rudgravu fuiuid 
what waa probably the ciuae of the death. 
An iron tire screen had been i)laceil on a 
coal scuttle, and upon this u small charcoal 
lire bad been kindled. At .") o'clock in the 
afteriionu the embers were still alive. Jt is 
(juite piiduddo that death resulted from the 
tunies frou; tne charcoal. The room was 
lightly closed and llu ro were some signs of 
an utt'jiiipt lo close the cracks, but whether 
recent or not couhl not be ascertained. Dr. 
.lonea performed an autopsy on the bodies 
during the day, and an imjuest will be hold 
on Monday.

Does Not Believe the Story ol" JIassatre 
or TliiukTliere Will Be 
"War. 



A nautral resnmo of the existing trouble 
among the Northera Indians, was given to u 
Colonist reporter ycaterduy upon the 
arrival of the steamer Evuugelino from Alert 
Bay. The narrator was nn Alert Bay 
Indian, who has gained qaite a reputation 
among hia companions for shrewd common 
sense, and who disolaims any particular 
interest in the dispute, either way. 

" There is nothing new in the matter," 
he said in very goad Knf>lish ; "nil the 
Indiana coucerued iiro waitinn lo .see wliut 
Mr. Todd, or the tloveriinient, will do wlion 
lie returns home. The lvuiiib(juita, Helln 
Bellas, Bella Cooliia and O-weo-kanoa claim 
that ail they want is to have the murder 
story invoatif^ated, but that wouldn't satisfy 
them. They huvo an old grudge against 
the Kitkatluha, und if the inquiry went 
their way und ;^ot the Kitkutlaha into 
trouble they would be satiatied. If tho iu- 
veatigation developed nothing they would 
not be aatistied. 

" I don't, believe there was any miirder. 
They hsvett't any ovidenoo of it. An I got 
the story from a Bella Bella man, away laat 
summer ten canoo loads of Kitkatlahs went 
otter huutin(4 and camped on a little island 
not fur from thia .Sorrow Island. Then one 
big canoo load of U-wee-kanoa, Bella Bellas, 
Bella Coolas and Kanistjuita were on Sor- 
row Island and. had lota of whiskey with 
them. Thoy may have fought and killed 
eaoh other ; they may have been drowned, 
or the Kitkatlahs may have killed them for 
the whiskey.

COTTON STEIKE ENDED. 

JlepresentatlveB of Both Sides Come to an 
Amicable Settlement After a Pro- 
tracted Session. 

Manciiesteb, Eng., March 24. — An 
agreement has been reached by which the 
great cotton strike will end on Monday. 
Tho Federation of Master Cotton Spinners 
and the Amalgamated Association of Opera- 
tive Cotton Spinners met at hulf paat thrco 
yesterday afternoon to discuss torma for the 
settlement of the strike.

and a half per cent, in wages, but some 
masters insisted on a five per cent, reduc- 
tion. It was the refusal of the spinners to 
accept this latter reduction that, pre- 
cipitated the strike, which resulted in thj 
stoppage of between fourteen and 
fifteen million spindles. Many diverse 
opinions aa to the proper niothoil 
of settling tho trouble were advanced and 
argued pro und con, representativca of the 
spinners opposing uny proposal carrying 
with it a reduction larger than the one 
they had ofTcrcd to accept. 15olh sides de- 
termined to secure the best poasililo lerins 
for themsolve.s, and the consequence was 
that the meeting was a protracted one. The 
meeting was protracted for twelve houra, 
with no intermission for food. The various 
aspects of the case and several questious in- 
volved were diacusaed in all their bearings. 
Finally it wua agreed that tho spinners 
should accept a reduction of eevenpenco in 
the pound iu their wages. The masters 
agreed to again start their spindles on Mon- 
day, and thus passed one of the longest 
fights ever known in the cotton trade.

The House went into committee of the 
whole on the Railway bill, Dr. Watt in the 
chair. 

Tho bill was reported complete with 
amendments. 

It being G o'clock, the .Speaker left the 
chair. 

EVENING SESSION. 
The Speaker took the chair at 8 o'clock. 

SUI'REME C'ODRT BILL. 

Hon. Ml!. Davie moved the second read- 
ing of tho Supremo Court bill, the principal 
object of which, he explained, waa to en- 
able the Lieut. Governor-in-Council to pro- 
claim additional Supreme court districts. 
For instance, Nanaiino wanted a Supreme 
court district, and as tho country pro- 
gressed they would bo needed elsewhere. 
It was deemed advisable to have the power 
vested in the Lieut. -Governor in Council aoaa 
to prevent the necessity of bringing down a 
special act. A further provision of the act 
was to establish civil aaai/ea. The present 
system caused delay to litigants and incon- 
veniences as well ; but there was also an- 
other class of people who were aflected. the 
jurors, who were now unable to know- 
when they might be called upon and who 
were thereby put lo a great deal of 
inconvenience. 

The second reading carried. 

t'KlCDlTOHs' rUlUKITV AllOLITION' lill.L. 

Hon. Mil. Davik moved the second read- 
ing of the Execution Creditors' Priority 
Aliolition hill, which he said had been re- 
i| nested unanimously by the mercantilo 
community of the Province as represented 
by tho Boards of Trade. Ho was bound to 
aay, though, that ho approached tho sub 
jeot with some misgivings, as hia opinion 
waa that the bill was not; likely to be held 
conatitutionali although its constitutionality 
had not been successfully attacked in other 
provinces of the Dominion, there bad been 
collateral decisions had against it. The 
bill, however, would have a suspending 
clause which would bring it into force later 
on, possibly. after a direct decision had been 
reached in some of the other provinces. He 
was afraid tho subject would never bo sue 
ccssfully dealt with until such time aa the 
Dominion (iovcrnment, which had exclusive 
jurisdiction in bankruptcy and insolvency, 
passed a general hankriiptoy act. He was 
not sure that the present bill would not re 
suit in some litigation; but, on the other 
hand, there was a good deal of legislation 
for want of it. However, the bill Imd been 
asked for by tho dilleront boards of trade 
and was consequently introduced. 

Mr. Sk.mi.in — If it is not a good bill, why 
recommend it to the Houso ? 

Hon. M r. Pooi.kv — It is not recommended 
to the House. 

The second reading passed. 

FRASKIt RlVKIi TRAFI IC IIRIIK;!'.. 

Hon. Mk Davij; moved the second read- 
ing of a bill to grant u subsidy to the Praser 
river trailic bridge, and i;o aulhori/.u the 
city of New \\ estniinster to asaiat by 
piissing a by- law granting S'J.'iD.lMK). 
Tho (iovernnient grant he explained 
to bo what was rcproaented would l)e 
HiilliL:iont to pay tlio sinking fund and inter- 
cat on the money for live yrars. He moved 
the second reading with much iileaHurc, as 
he felt that the conatructioii of the bridge 
would bo of great advantage to tlie Pro- 
vince, and amply justified the Government 
in giving the aid uaked for. 

Mr. Punch said he would like to see the 
Government extend the assistance troni five 
years to ten, and, if thoy could not do this, 
to increaso the yearly grant from $12,500 to 
$15,000, aa it would take the latter amount 
to pay the interest and sinklog fand. 

Hon. Mr. Davie replied that while he 
was not in a position to answer tho hon. 
gentleman (Mr, Punch) in tho slErmative, 
ho would promise that tho suggestion would 
be taken into tho consideration of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Ml!. Cotton exproaaed the hope that tho 
amount would be increased and tho timo 
extended. This was a public work which 
would be of great benolil not only to t'iio 
district but to tho Prnvinco ut largo. 

Hon. Mr. 1'ka\ i;n was sure that if the 
bridge could bo constructed ati this point it 
would be of great benefit to tho Province. 
It waa a work of some nuignitudo, and us 
tho city of New Westminster was assuming 
a great deal of responsibility in connection 
with the matter, ho thought it was hut 
right that tho Province .shouhi assist. Ho 
wanted to hear what tho hon. Chief Com- 
nn'ssioner of L:uuls and Workii had to say 
about tlic feasibility of tho Hchemo. 

Hon. Mr. Vkp.non said it waa '.iloasunt 
to hear the general unanimity of feeling on 
tho Bubjout. It wua a Provincial work — 
there was no question about thia, und ho 
only wished hon. members of the House 
to look ut all questions of the 
kind in this light. (Hear, hear.) 
For instance, tho construotion of the Shu- 
swap & Okanagan Railway was a Provincial 
work ; although it appeared to be only a 
local undertaking, it was of great benefit to 
the Province at largo. He explained that 
the present proposition was to enable the 
Northern Faaifio railway, wliich was going 



to Vancouver, cross the river close to New 
\V estndnator and make that city a stopping 
point, too. It was desirable to have 
tho bridge for traflic aa well aa 
for tho ruilwiy. Soundinga had been 
taken, and all preliniinariea hud been ar- 
ranged, tho railway company agreeing to 
change their routo and make the structure 
a trailic bridge, provided they could get the 
assiBlanoe usked for from tho city. The 
people of New Weatminater had been cnto;- 
prising. They had gone into somewhai, 
heavy expense in oonneotion with their ex- 
cellent system of waterworks, electric light- 
ing, etc., and aa tho proposed bridge would 
bo of such benefit to the whole section of 
the country he thought it quite justifiable 
to give tho aaaiatance. 

Mr. Hunter said ho did not think he 
knew of anything in tho world that was so 
•ubject to rupid change in respect to its 
economical instiucls as tho hon. gentleman 
who posed as the leader of the Independents 
or of the Mainland Association. Only a few 
ilaya ago the hon. gentleman had been heard 
lecturing the House on the financial policy 
and on " anoboriog tho Capital" (laughter), 
and now he was advocating a soheme to 
throw S2.'j0,000 into the Fraser on a bridge 
that wua unacientifio, unproductive and uu- 
commercial. it was simply a propoaition to 
divert a great transcontinental railway out 
of its natural coarse, and bring it 
six or seven miles out of its way, 
all for tho benefit of New VVestminator. 
The l)ridg(! would coat !?.100,000, of which 
the Province would have to pay aomo 
S'JoD.UOO eventually. What an enormous 
sum of money this was to sink in one river 
when the great district of New Westmin- 
ster wuntuil roads and atroota and bridges 
so badly. In this connection ho bud ex- 
pected lo hear his hon. friend from New 
Westniinstor (Mr. Ivilchen) trjt out the 
old, old story of tho poor settler in the 
swamps of Chilliwack packing his lumber 
and food into hia cleuring on hia 
back, while hia produce lay rotting 
on the ground. (Lauj.ht«r.) ilote 
than this, how did tho Houio know that 
tho bridge would not cost a ndllion dollars 
before it was completed ? The money 
would bo spent iu New Westminster and 
what benefit would it bu to the Province 7 
True enough, the money would " percolate 
through the Province," but why not dis- 
tribute it direct in roails, etc.'.' Surely 
the great Fraser river that ran jiast Now 
Westminster and Chilliwack could be used, 
and if so, why build the bridge. For these 
and other rcuson, ho had great pleasure in 
supporting tho bill. (Laughter und ap- 
plause. ) 

Mr. Sword supported the bill and hoped 
the usBistanco would be increased. 

Hon. Coi.. Baker was pleased to see 
tho happy family now upon the 
lloor of this House, the hon. 
leader of the Opposition, and the hon. 
leader of the Independents, all seeing pro- 
jects brought forward by the Govern- 
ment in the sumesatisfootory light. (Luugh- 
ter.) Here the House and the country had 
its lirst chance to see tho happy eCfecta of 
"anchoring the Capital at Victoria," for 
now u measure was brought down to build 
a local bridge on the Mainland, and there 
was no aectionul feeling whatever ahown. 
nor did the Island members object to tho 
expenditure. (Laughter.) He regarded 
this grant us practically a railway aubaidy, 
and it would bring tho Northern Pacilio and 
the Groat Northern into Weatminster and 
thi-oiigh there to Vancouver. These two 
cities, like the twin cities, Miimeapolis and 
St. Paul, would, he hoped, in time grow to- 
gether, and he waa aure the increase of rail- 
way acoonunodation would assist very 
materially in building them up. The ([ues- 
tion of increasing the subsidy was one w hich 
would rei|uire the serious consideration it 
would receive at the hauda of tho Govern- 
ment. 

Hon. Mr. Torner said that aoine hon. 
members wished to know bow the amount, 
.512,500, had been arrived at. It was 4 per 
cent, interest, and 1 per cent, sinking fund, 
which hud been represented as sufBcient. 
En paxmni, there was, he understood, a 
public meeting being held tQ.uight at New 
Westminster to protest against the erection 
of parliament buildings, and as ihe hon. 
member for Now Weatminster City (Mr. 
Brown) was there, they probably had their 
Winchesters out. (Laughter.) Ho under- 
stood there were some people in Weatmin- 
ater who were opposed to iho erection of 
this bridge, und hoped if this were the 
case thoy would express their opinions 
freely at the meeting referred to. 

Mr Hornk, Di;. Watt, Mu. Grant and 
Mr. Hai.l supported the bill. The latter 
felicitously expressed the hope that as 
bridges had a great deal to do with joining 
separate elements and divided parts, thia 
one would be successful in joining together 
the Island and the Mainland — bridging 
over, in fact, all the ditlerences which somo- 
times were allowed to cause dissension. 
(Ai)plau8e. ) 

Mr. EiiKRTs supported the bill, which 
would bring the city of New Westminster 
into touch with tho great farming district 
along tho lino of tho railway. 

Mr. Booth cominented on the magnani- 
mous spirit ahown by tho Governmont in 
granting the honus to tho l)ridge, which 
waa in u district which wua most hitter in 
its oppoailion to the Government, and oven 
now it was a well known fact tliat there 
were a few " hysterical lunatics," led by a 
blue ruin demagogue, doing their level best 
to create dissension. He had pleasure, not- 
willuitanding this, in supporting the 
measure. 

.Mil Kitchen hoped the Uovernment 
would inorease^he subsidy. He bore evi- 
dence to the fact that Now Westminster 
city had always been well treated, although 
he did not think the same could ho said of 
hevi Westminster district. 

The Beoond reading carried unanimously.

Hon. Mr. Davik moved the second read- 
ing of the Interpretation Act amendment 
bill, which wasintendcd to simplify thedraw- 
ing of acta of Parliament. 

The second reading carried. 

LAND REQISTEY AOT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the second read- 
ing of the Land Registry Act, which he 
explained had no connection with the Com- 
prohonaivQ Real Property bill before the 
Houso, but waa to facilitate the working of 
tho proHont system. 

Tho bill was read a second time. 

CO.MI'ANIKS ACT AMENB.MENT BII.I.. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved tho second 
reading of a bill to amend the Coinpanioa 
Act, which proposed to make aome clumgos 
in the present law, principally in regard to 
tho disincorporation of companies. 

Iho bill wus read a second time. 
notariks i-um.ic iiii.L. 

Hon. Mr. Davik moved tho second read- 
ing of a bill to amend the Notaries Publio 
act, which he explained |iia being intended 
to provide for the examination of parties 
who wished to bo made notaries. 

Hon. Mk. Bkavijn, while he recognized 
Iho ])rinoiplo that a man must have some 
qualitio ition to bo a notary publio, thought 
that the bill should bo gone into most care- 
fully. 

Mr, Cotton thought the bill was ono 
which was much needed and would be pro- 
ductive of a great deal of good, 

Db. Waot oongratmlated the hon, junior 



member for Vancouver (Mr. Horne) on 
having executed such a rupid flank move, 
ment on the Government, in getting an 
appointment before the act hud passed. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Hoii.NE retorted that ho hud been a 
notary publio in both Ontario and Mani- 
toba, und had passed examinations in both 
places. 

Hon. ilii. Vkrnon supported the mea. 
aure, which he thought was one that should 
have been in forco long ago. 

The seoond reading carried, 
publio roads bill. 

The Public Rouda bill was read a third 
time und paeaed, un amendment by Hon. 
Mr. Beaven to render it inoperative in tho 
city of Victoria being defeated. 

The House adjourned at 10:30.p.m.

ANY wouioii hesitate to

thi'oii,;;li a fal-so idea that 
iiat II nihiess luoans grace. 
"We do want toboyrace- 
fnl, hut we hato afTecta- 
tidii," lluypay. "Wliatis 
natural and ea.sy must ho graceful. Wo 
become conscious, stiflE and stilted once 
wo meddle with nature and attempt to 
traia oui-selvcs into grace." 

Ki'vcr \VLTt> hackneyed expressions 
inure utterly false than these. The many 
tinfortunato .suriivisus from niirnu- and 
pliotograith c.-iniera ought to prove that 
to any intelligent person. Thought may 
imagine a position of great dignity and 
elegance. Tlio rellortion di.«cloPca one 
of e.xirenu? awlvwanlness that i.s fre- 
quently ludicrous. While tliouglit, inu.'-t 
underlie all grace, it ia not ahle to .speak 
through stiff, untrained muscles. 

Some people ai'o horn witli natural 
grace and need little or no suggestiun 
in tlii.s regard. AVilh some a littlo 
thought and effort works marked im- 
provement, while others, in order to 
attain any sort of satisfactory symme- 
try, must go into a regular course of 
training for devolojiment. Any one who 
would develop all her latent charm must 
pass through more or less of this. 

Pleasing expression of the body is 
similar to harmony on a carefully tuned 
piano. When one portion of the hody 
la keyed too high and another too low 
the result must ho discord to tlio ob- 
server. This discoril is awkwardue.ss. 
Proportional tension or laxity of the 
body produces its music, which is grace! 

Among women there is the comforta- 
ble clumsiness of ignnranco, tlie lissom 
indolent grace of the skilled muscle and 
the great crowded middle land of effort 
without training, showing stiff, awk- 
ward angularity, self consciousness and 
nervousness, as displeasing to the eye as 
tmcomfortahle to the owner. 

Were tlionglit upon tho .stiljject all 
tiiat were necessary, one lecture, with 
ilhist ral iuns from everyday life, would 
be suflicient to produce an audience of 
absolutely graceful women, but unfor- 
tunately muscle must he made obedient 
to brain before it can fitlj- i-ejiresent it. 

By nature large minded, independent, 
enthusiastic, honest, sensible and digni- 
fied, American women as a class utterly 
misrepresent themselves to foreignera 
by untrained gaucheries of personal ox- 
pression. 

Observe in tho next companj- of which 
you are a memlier the hunching of shuul 
•ders to cars, chests hollowed into fur- 
rows, coutracted brows, turned in toes, 
Epasmodic contortions of the face, sup- 
posed to be expressive; incessant ,ierk- 
ings of hands, arms and head; stiffening 
of limb joints into stipposod graceful po- 
sitions — all outward incongruities due 
to neglect of the laws of grace; bad 
habits of sitting, riding, walking, which 
distort or leave unaccenteil the sh.apely 
lino of corsage, .sleevo or limb, and 
which are chietly the ri'sult of a nerv- 
ousness born (jf tlie desire to please. 

Skilled grace is always e.asy and com- 
fortable. It liialies a Bernhardt, a Sal- 
vini, a Lotta. Looking upon it each 
one imagines it easily attainable — till 
one tries! UnskilliMl motion is painful 
awkwardness. Half trained skill is con- 
scious affectation — the most displeasing 
of all. 

The stumbling block in the way of 
improvement to m.-iny Americans is 
found in the-ir impetuous haste to show 
off, to rush into observation with h.alf 
baked skill, as far from naturalness as 
from grace. Observers, disgusted, have 
been led to exclaim: "All this Delsar- 
tean work is affectation. I will have 
none of it." 

In her ideas of grace the English wom- 
an's manner is marked by an exaggerat- 
ed repose-; the Frenchwoman's by a 
crystallization of surprises; that of tho 
Italian and Sjianish by an indolent lux- 
ury of lino and motion — the music of 
feeling. 

It is not the simplicity of it, but tho 
trained conijilexit y of nuitinn, t hat makes 
grace. In the Ijow of aJSalvini there aro 
u score of motions, yet to look upon it 
is the most .-imple aud natural thing in 
tho world. 

Few ]iretty wonu-n get half the value 
of their ligure.s on account of the stiiT 
ungraeefnlnesH of tlu; muscles. 'Un- 
trained nuis(-les do not grow beautifully 
wild, like children aud llowers, but stiff 
and ungainly, without adaptability or 
expression. 

Tho hand of a professional pianist, 
trained to habits of ohedieiu'o to tho 
braiu, even in repose is speaking — full 
of expression. Compare it with that of 
tho day laborer, Mo.st of our bodies 
conii)are with tho latter. 

Tho lirst thing to do with tho body is 
to "limber it up," to make the muscles 
absolutely pliable, but firm and strong, 
to make the different portions of tho 
body individual or distinct from each 
other, to nnike all sulisi'rvienL to tlie dic- 
tates of the braiu, and 1o make this 
obedience spontaneous and unconscious 
through habit. 

Even a "husj- woman"' Hlur.ild devote 
at least lifteen or twenty minutes twice 
a day to tlio training of her form to 
make it straight, round aud flexible.

the cloister. JLiny years ut\(> he was ai nt 
to Mount Ar^ua, where ho soon acquired 
»mong tlic Dublin poor the reputation of 
being a aaint. The power of working 
niiraclea was aserihed to him, and even 
anion;,' the rich, when aickneaa came into 
homea, Father Charles waa always sent for 
to do battle with tho Augel of Death. The 
Passionists are, though a modern, yet u 
very aevero order. They ohaervo all the 
canonical hours, rising at midnight for 
nuitina. Their rules of fasting are rigorous, 
and, though they take no vow of silence, 
eonveraation ia not according to the spirit 
of the congregation. Father Charles' special 
perfection consisted, according to his 
hrethron, in the exctotitude of his obedieni e. 
He waa never known to break even the 
most trivial rule. 



WANT IN BERLIN. 

A diatrcaaiog story from Berlin throws a 
Bad light ujion tho poverty prevailing among 
the poorer cLissea in that city, where suicide 
from want ia not lare. A poor woman 
whoae husliund has for aoino time been in 
tho lunatic asylum at Dalldorf, near Berlin, 
tried to earn her living hy plain aewiiig in 
order to provide for herself and her two 
little girls, aged .S and 7; hut her earnings 
were ton small, aa she could not get enough 
to do, and she resolved to take lier life hy 
hanging heraidf, although ahe evidently 
loved her two children dearly. The 
pathetic letter which she wrote to 
lier aged mother, who ia also in 
tho greatest poverty, contains among 
other things the following : " I 
have |ui t a violent enil to niy sad, jrjylcsa 
exiateace. The greatest )ioverty and priva- 
tion drove me to my death, lieg and lower 
myself before everybody .1 couhl not. 
When 1 got sewing to do 1 workeil honestly 
day and night ; but in epite of this I could 
not make enda meet. I should have gone 
ou struggling for an existence if I had not 
become deuf, and therefore could not mix 
with other people. I often had not even a 
piece of dry bread for my children. My 
heart was nigh breaking when I could not 
satisfy their hunger. They will, I hojie, he 
better looked after with other people than 
with iiie aa I could not bestow the least 
care upon them." T!ie letter concludes 
with the words, " I had no money to buy a 
rope to hang myself with. I borrowed it 

from A -. Return it to him and crave 

my ])ardon.

Ni:w York, March 22.— \ Washington 
City special to a morning paper saya : It 
liaa just leaked out that President Cleve- 
land had notified the membors of his 
cabinet that they must make no appoint- 
nienta until the names of those 
jeleoted to asaunie tho oflico aro 
aubinitted to and approved by 
him.

A life- 
boat was launched from the Alcidea 
luul tho crew of ten men, rescued. Capt. 
Seinb, of the wrecked bark, says that 
on JIarch ISlh a terrific gale was encoun- 
tered, A liole was .stove in tho Louis' port 
bow and tho liatchea Ho;vtcd of! 
into tho sea. At o o'clock the 
decks began to split and the 
liark went over upon her beam ends. 
The captain ordered lho crew to cut away 
masts. The signals of distress were hoisted 
on the upper deck, where the crew had as- 
sembled, The provisions, ciin-sisting of 
three pounds of corned beef, had liecn con- 
sumed, when the cook was ordered to put 
upon tho spit tho ship's cat. 'The cat was 
therefora eaten. The crew M'ill bu sent 
back to Norway.

GOOD-BYE TO "C" BATTERY. 

lufonnatioii Keceiveil Tliat tlie Men of 
Col. Holmes' Coiiimiiud Will 
Go to Quebec. 



The Barracks Here to Ho Tnkeu Pos- 
aesslou of by Itoyal 
Artillery. 

]5eforG the summer of ISDIJ comes to an 
eudit ia more than probable that Victorians 
will he called upon to bid good-bye to Col. 
Holinca of "C " battery and all his gallant 
men, the little family of Canadian regulars 
who now make Work Point their homo 
being transferred in a body to the Citadel at 
Quebec. The matter haa beon discussed at 
tho barracks not infreijuently during the 
past few months, and last evening the fol 
lowing detinite particulars were received 
in tho form of a dispatch to tho Colo.N'Lst 
from Quebec city : 

" A great ohange, it appears, Is to take 
place this spring in the Canadian regular 
urniy, and the following information in eon 
nection has just been obtained upon tho 
best authority. 

" Two guns trom " li " battery hero will 
be moved with their detachments, replacing 
"A" battery at Kingston, which becomes a 
lield division, the foot division of "A" but- 
tery and all of " C " battery from Kritiah 
Columbia coming to the Citadel iil Quebec, 

"The two remaining eiinads here will be 
transferred lo tjuartera at tho Cavalry 
School, which ia to be removed to Toronto. 
It is reported that Lieut. -Col. Montizainbert 
will bo given command of the three bat- 
teries." 

Lieut, -Col. Holmes not having returned 
from Nauainio, couUl not ho interviewed 
last evening in regard to tho above dis- 
patch. Other otficera of the battery 
were talked to, however, none of whom 
expressed any surprise. Tho information, 
they say, has been expected for sonio time 
— in fact aucli au arrangement was hinted 
at by Jilajor-Oeneral Herbert during bis re- 
cent visit to Victoria. 

In the event of *' C " battery leaving for 
the East this year, it is expeoted that their 
(juartora will bo handed over to tho Imperial 
authorities and taken possession of by Ma- 
rino .Artillery under tho orders of tho Ad- 
miral of the North I'acitic station. Nothing 
yet is known as to who will succeed Col. 
Holmes as deputy adjutant-general, nor are 
any details of the change obtainable at the 
battery barracks. 



U. 8. TARIFF REFORM. 

The New York Befonii Club's ISuggestlons to 
the Secretary of the Treasurj'- 

WasUINCton, March Ul. — Nearly every 
mail that roaches the Treasury department 
contains suggestions from statisticians and 

others as to the compilation of a tariff bill. 

Some thirty or forty of these communiea- 
tiona have already been received, prominent 
among them being that from the New York 
lieforui Club. Tho general outline of tho 
New York Keforin Club's larifT proposition 
corresponds olearly with a proposition Hub- 
iiiitleci in ISSij by Ildward Atkiiiaon, of 
Boston, to l^residciit Cleveland and See- 
rctiiry Manning. That proposition divided 
the tariff as followa : 

A — Articles of food and aoiinaU. 

II — Articles in a crude condition which 
I'll tor into the various proceasea of domestic 
industry. 

C — Articles wholly or partially manu- 
factured for use as materials In minufactur- 
cd and mechanic arts. 

D — Articles manufactured ready for con- 
sumption. 

K— Articles of voluntary use, luxur- 
ies, etc.

How Coiitraljiiiid Wiis Tulieii Into the lliiltetl 
States-Oue of the I'artlea Roiiuils I'li 
oil Ills .\fisiie lutes.

On January 21 John A. Farwell, Elonry 
Ackerson, Thomas Spillman and Jacob Kin- 
eardo entered iato a verbal agreement ut 
Victoria, H. C., to jointly undertake tho 
tahk of bringing threo aeparate parties of 
contraband (^liinese into the United Suites. 
The total mmiber of Chineae which it was 
tlecided lo iiaiidle was lijO. A eanij) was 
eatablished in the mountains in tho vicinity 
of Anassi/.. 8pillman wua put in chargoof the 
rundezvous, while the baLnco of the party 
who wore Ihorouijhly familiar with all the 
trails and passes of the surrounding monn- 
tains, were selected to do the "steering." 
l lio tirst consignment in charge of Spill- 
niaii, iiiiiiibcriDg about fifty, were steered 

10 tho cuinp in bunds of ten. Much suf- 
fering was experienced, as little or 

food could be secured on the route, 
and the trails and roads were blocked 
wiili snow und ice. After eovcral weeks 
of hard work, the .'i.'iO Chincac were lauded 
on United .Statea soil.
